LONDON, Jan. 31.—King Carol 
of Rumania has shocked royal 
circ'es again by his open devo- 
tion to Mme. Magda Lupescu, the 
sweetheart for whose love he 
once renounced his right to the 
throne, 

Carol took Mme. Lupescu with 
him when he left Bucharest for 
| ane to attend the funeral of 

George, his cousin, She 
oro in Paris, awaiting him there. 

Dowager Queen Marie of Ru- 
| mania refused to accompany her 
son on his royal train, and an- 
nounced that a cold made it impos- 
sible for her to attend the funeral. 
| King George was her first cousin. 


CAROL IS ENTERTAINED 

While here, Carol stayed, as King 
| Edward's guest, at Lady Granard’s 
residence. This house is used to 
entertain royal guests when Buck- 
ingham palace is overcrowded. 
However, room was found in the 
palace for other kings, for the 
crown prince of Italy and for 
Prince Friedrich of Prussia and 
Prince Ernst August of Hanover. 

From this it may be deducted 
that the British royal family had 
not forgiven Carol for divorcing 
Princess Helen of Greece. 

Carol has been loyal to Mme, Lu- 
pescu in good times and bad. They 
were in exile in Paris together, liv- 
| ing in a little suburban villa. He 
former!y gave up his right to the 
throne, but was made king by a 
coup after the death of Carol's 
father and the succession of his 
son Michael—who is to be here 
with him. 


PROTESTS AGAINST MAGDA 

Rumanian statesmen have pro- 
tested vainly against Carol's friend- 
ship, and political parties have 
; been organized with the main pur- 
pose of forcing Mme. Lupescu into 
exile. Carol has paid no attention. 

It is believed here that Carol, 
| when he rejoins Mme. Lupescu in 
Paris, wants to revisit with her the 
scenes of their exile. 


DRIVE NOW ON 
FOR INFLATION 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Power- 
ful forces were lining up in the 
United States congress today 
squelch a resurgent drive for 
flation. 

Currency expansionists, encour- 
aged by the marked aversion of 
congress to levy new taxes in a 
campaign year to meet the $2,249,- 
000,000 bonus cost and a farm re- 
lief bill estimated at $440,000,000 a 
year, were raising their voices in 
an emphatic demand for the print- 
ing of new money. 

But potent democratic leaders 
said privately the drive was as good 
as blocked, and even some infla- 
tionists admitted they were 
whipped, though none was ready 
to be quoted by name. One of the 
most persistent of the inflationisis, 
Representative Patman (D.-Tex.), 
expressed optimism, however. He 
summoned an inflationary “steering 
_committee” of House of Represent- 
atives members into a secret session 
to arrange strategy. 


POPE SUFFERS 
SLIGHT CHILL 


VATICAN CITY, Jen. 31.—Pope 
Pius XI is suffering from a slight 
chill, it was announced here today 

The Pope's doctors declared they 
were not disturbed by his condi- 
tion. He is not confined to his bed, 
they said, and plans to grant audi- 
ences tomorrow. 


All papal audiences were cancel- 
led today. Pius XI is 77 years old.

These regulations will enable the 
transfer of settlers from the af- 
fected areas to other lands whcre 
prospects of an adequate return for 
their labor is more assured.

LABOR PLANS 
WALKOUTS ON 
THREE FRONTS 


| 137,000 Workers Affected 
If Threatened Strikes 
Carried Out 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31 — Labor 
leaders marshalled their forces last 
night for a series of threatened 
walkouts that may embrace more 
than 137,000 workers during the 
next few days. 

If carried out, the strikes would 
affect three industries — dress- 
maker’, fur workers, and building 
services employees. 

Police headquarters made exten- 
sive arrangements to cope with any 
eventuality on the three fronts as 
the week-end “deadlines” approach- 
ed. 


FINISH FIGHT 

Negotiations to settle the dispute: 
between employers and employees 
went forward throughout the day, 
with little outward success. In the 
largest of the three impending 
struggles, that between 105,000 
dressmakers and their employers, 
it looked like a finish fight over 
questions dealing with the jobber- 
contractor system. 

Preliminary walkouts already 
have been called by the building 
service union and leaders were 
preparing to call more than 20,000 
workers off their jobs in 1,200 
buildings on Monday,

The days when he would be 
most likely to yield to pressure on 
the subject, the days of his youth, 
have passed. In late years, when 
he has been more at liberty to con- 
struct his own design for living, it 
has always followed a_ bachelor 
pattern, 

Since the very day of his birth, 
the Prince of Wales naturally be- 
came the favorite object of specu- 
lation on the part of matchmakers, 
official and amateur. There is a 
story that his great-grandmother, 
Queen Victoria, began it when he 
was a fair-haired toddler of 2, re- 
marking, perhaps playfully, that 
“he and the Czar’s baby daughter 
Olga would make a sweet alliance.” 

The game of mating the prince 
thus begun by the austere Victoria 
has been played ever since by prac- 
tically everyone but the prince him- 
self. He has gone his own way, 
paying no apparent heed to family 
importunations, political pressure, 
or wagging tongues and _ court 
gossip.

A REAL “CROWD” 


Even the London “Bobbies” could not keep 
the throngs of people who turned out to see the 
funeral procession of King George from crowd- 
ing and pushing and tramping on each other; 
ten thousand being injured in the jam. 

This record of casualties would occasion no 
surprise in any other of the great cities in the 
world. It is because it happened in London, 
where people are used to crowding together 
and the police used to handling crowds without 
difficulty, that the news seems strange. ° 

Two million outsiders were dumped into 
the city by train and bus in a single day. The 
police had expected only three-quarters of that 
number along the route, and planned accord- 
ingly. Hence the confusion and the accidents, 
They promise to be prepared when Coronation 
day comes. 

Five years ago the population of Greater 
London was more than eight millions. There 
were more people in that city on Tuesday than 
live in the whole Dominion of Canada. That 
helps one to mentally measure the size of the 
crowd—and the popularity of the late King. 


NO ACTION PROVIDED FOR 


Delay in setting up the National Employment 
Commission is regrettable. 

Save that the Dominion is supplying greatly 
increased allowances of relief money to the 
municipalities, we are still marking time on 
the unemployment “problem.” The increased 
allowances show that the “problem” is still 
present, and nationally serious. 

The commission will not be set up until 
parliament has passed enabling legislation. 
Which apparently means the Government could 
not create the commission with powers wide 
enough to make it effective without further 
specific authority from Parliament. 

That, it seems, was one direction in which 
the former Government did not take extra- 
ordinary power to itself. It took power to 
spend public money as it pleased under “blank 
cheque” legislation, and to juggle the tariff much 
as it pleased under “dump duty” legislation, but 
no power to make a direct, frontal attack on 
the most baffling and most menacing difficulty 
that faces the country—that of getting people 
onto pay-rolls and off relief. 


PROVINCIAL RIGHTS 

In the conference at Ottawa on procedure 
to amend the B.N.A. Act, New Brunswick took 
the ground that the Act had better be left alone. 
Provincial rights, it was argued by the law 
officers of that province, might be prejudiced 
if the power to amend were transferred from 
London to Ottawa. 

In Supreme Court, sitting not far away, the 
same question—provincial rights—was raised, 
and disclosed another cleavage. Quebec denied 
absolutely the right of the Dominion to legislate 
on matters affecting wages and the length of 
the work-day. Other provinces admitted the 
Dominion had such right. 

It won't do any good for anybody to tell 
New Brunswick and Quebec they are taking a 
provincial and not a national view. No prov- 
ince ever yet surrendered a power, or supposed 
power, to the Dominion because it was scolded. 
The Maritimes and Quebec are poor places to 
try that kind of suasion. 

Decision of the Court will settle the point 
raised by Quebec. The conference may or may 
not settle satisfactorily the issue raised by New 
Brunswick. 

Since the conference is sitting behind closed 
doors, information on the dispute there just 
“leaked out.” It is rather to be hoped it is 
wrong, but suspected that it is right. 


THE PROBLEM 

The “case” for Social Credit has perhaps not 
been more clearly stated than it is in the fol- 
lowing paragraph taken from an editorial 
appearing in the Calgary Albertan, in exposition 
of the policy of the party: 

“The burden of relief? Why should relief 
be a burden? That it should only be possible to 
rescue men and women from starvation by the 
State's extracting money and more money from 
the pockets of its citizens is reflection enough 
on the state of society. In the face of the evi- 
dence which such a condition supplies who will 
deny that something is wrong? When elevators 
are bulging with more grain than can be sold 
and there is more food in the shops than people 
can buy; or, for all we know, eat if they could 
buy.” 

That is the situation to be dealt with. 
Elevators bulging with grain, and people only 
able to obtain food if it is given to them 


symbolize the realities, the hardships, and the 
absurdities of “want in the mist of plenty.” 

How to distribute the “plenty’ so that none 
shall require relief is the problem 

Here is the difficulty. Whose grain is it with 
which the elevators are bulging? It belongs 
to the farmers who produced it, or to men who 
have bought it from them and paid for it. It is 
not public property. If it is to be distributed 
by the State, the State must first obtain 
possession of it. 

Thus far the world has discovered only two 
ways by which that can be done. The State 
could seize the grain, assuming it has the 
authority or could make its will effective by 
force. Or it can buy the grain, taxing its sub- 
jects to pay for it. 

Thus far no other way has been found 
whereby the property of one man can be trans- 
ferred by the State to some other man. 

The Social Creditors undertake to find a 
third way, by which the State can transfer 
property from one man to another without 
seizing it and without buying it. If they do that 
they will accomplish a revolution more im- 
portant than the one that was started by the 
steam engine. 

Very unfortunately, the Albertan neglects 
to say or even hint how this is to be done.

The Passing Show

I'm pleased to see how many people are 
taking the advice of our provincial premier and 
reading their bibles to check .up on the prophe- 
cies he is preaching about. Prophecy has been 
made difficult to follow by most interpreters, 
who insist upon giving far-fetched and mys- 

tical meanings to the words. 
The strict literalism in- 
sisted upon by our evangelist- 
premier, is much easier and 
more in harmony with com- 
Mmonsense than the weird 
interpretations given by many 
prophetic teachers. It is 
much easier to believe that 
the seer of Patmos meant 
; that a beast with two horns 
and speaking like a dragon 
J. S. Cow shall rise up out of the earth 
and issue trade licenses stamped “606” on the 
foreheads or hands of those desiring to buy or 
sell commodities, than that he was referring 
to Mussolini, or Major Douglas or Mr. Howson 
in these involved images. 

I suppose it is modesty—or it may be that 
time has not yet arrived that has prevented the 
premier from pointing out the direct reference 
in Revelations 10c, 10v to the little Social Credit 
Manual, that we all ate up until it was with- 
drawn from circulation last October. 

The early part of the chapter tells how a 
mighty angel, whose face was as it were the 
sun, came and presented to us a little book. 
The prophet goes on to say: 

“And I took the little book out of the 
angel’s hand, and ate it up; and it was in 
my mouth sweet as honey; and as soon as I 
had eaten it, my belly was bitter.” 


I for one, wish our Premier was less meticu- 
lous to avoid criticism for using government 
functions to advance his own party. 

The party is engaged in raising $700,000 from 


» the faithful—$700,000 in Dominion legal tender 


—for the purpose of acquiring a minority in- 
terest in a Calgary newspaper which under- 
takes to put forward the party viewpoint. - 

Has it ever occurred to you, that Premier 
Aberhart could—had he been so minded—have 
raised the wind for his party organ by his 
esoteric powers, instead of having his followers 
dig down further in their jeans. 

One of the most attractive planks in his 
platform is the issuance of interest-free loans 
of credit to deserving industries in the prov- 
ince. No industry could be more deserving than 
that of producing the party news organ with its 
adjurations to maintain faith and to “co-oper- 
ate.” It would relieve the newspaper from the 
mounting liability each year—unless the divi- 
dends are paid—of an annual interest burden of 
$35,000. Mr. Aberhart in declining to wave the 
magic wand on behalf of his pet paper lost a 
great opportunity to display his powers. Per- 
haps he has lost faith in his power as a magi- 
cian of credit. It is more courteous to assume 
that he declined for high reasons to make his 
party organ the first medium of his bounty. 

The most popular exhibition of his powers 
would be if the Premier would raise the credit 
wherewith to discharge the $9,000,000 of savings 
certificates on which payment of principal has 
been suspended. People who purchased savings 
certificates are entitled to special consideration. 
The savings certificates represent denials for 
thrift. 


At last the secret of the magical cure for the 
pain of dental extraction and drillings has been 
made public by its discoverer, Dr. Leroy L, 
Hartman of Columbia University and native son 
of Victoria, B.C. No need any longer to suffer 
the agony of the dental chair. 

The formula is simple. It calls for two parts 
by weight of ether, one part of ethyl alcohol 
and one and a quarter parts of thymol. It has 
taken eighteen years of research to find this 
simple pain-killer. Who knows what valuable 
specifics for disease may be near our hands, if 
only we knew the proportions and the method 
of combining them. 

The new dental pain-killer, in some quar- 
ters is ranking in importance with the first uses 
of nitrous oxide and sulphuric ether as 
anaesthetics in 1844 and 1846. It involves a new 
theory in dental analgesia. 

Dr. Hartman discovered that the dentine of a 
tooth contains some tissue or fatty filaments 
that transmit sensation to the nerve. These 
issues have been given the name “lipoids.” 

The ether and alcohol in the new preparation 
dissolves the lipoids. That’s all there is to the 
theory of desensitizing teeth. The thymol] in the 
preparation is for the purpose of delaying the 
evaporation of the two volatiles. In the process 
of evaporation, the thymol crystallises and 
forms an antiseptic and protective covering over 


»the treated area. 


In the actual preparation of a tooth for the 
filling of a cavity, the enamel is scraped away, 
and a portion of the ether preparation applied 
on a tiny ball of cotton wool. In a short time, 
varying from half a minute for a child to a 
minute and a half for an adult, thé dressing can 
be withdrawn, Warm air is then sprayed on 
the tooth to assist in crystallizing the thymol, 
and the tooth is found to be entirely deadened 
for a good half hour, Drilling becomes pain- 
less. 

In making known the simple formula, I must 
repeat the warning of Dr. Hartman that the 
new painkiller is intended for dental operations 
and will do harm instead of good if used in an 
attempt to relieve toothache. 

What a pity it cannot’be used as a general 
desensitizer. Then we could soak our feet in a 
footbath of it when making out income tax 
returns, or steep Jim Braddock in a cask of it 
before he goes up against Joe Louis. 

Dr. Hartman’s father left Germany to come 
to British Columbia before Dr. Leroy Hartman 
was born 45 years ago. He was a well known 
medical practitioner in the city of Victoria. Dr. 
Hartman in giving his discovery to the dental 
profession without charge, says he will not 
patent it unless forced to do so to prevent others 
from exploiting his discovery.

Daily Menus

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week 
beginning Sunday, February 2, 1936. 

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Melba 
toast; stewed prunes. Lunch: Rice en casser- 
ole; spinach; head '’‘tuce. Dinner: Tomato 
jelly, served in cubes; roast chicken; string 
beans; avocado salad; no 
dessert. 

MONDAY — 
Toasted dry cereal with 
cream (no sugar); stewed 
raisins. Lunch: Glass of 
grapejuice. Dinner: Cream 
cheese; spinach; carrots, sal- 
ad of cold cooked beets and 
celery; Jello or Jell-well. 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: 
Wholewheat muffins; peanut 
eta etd butter; stewed prunes. Lunch: 
Baked squash, seasoned with butter; combina- 
tion salad of cucumber, celery and minced ripe 
olives. Dinner: Vegetable soup; roast beef; 
buttered beets; salad of tomatoes on lettuce; 
junket. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Oranges, all de- 
sired; glass of sweet milk. Lunch: Potatoes; 
cooked greens; salad endive and lettuce. Din- 
ner: Meat loaf; small green peas; chopped 
cucumbers in beef jelly; stewed apricots. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Poached eggs on 
Melba toast; pear sauce. Lunch: Raw apples as 
desired. Dinner: Roast mutton; steamed car- 
rots; turnip cup salad; baked apples a la mode. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; pine- 
apple. Lunch: *Baked eggplant; cooked celery; 
ripe olives. Dinner: Broiled filet of sole;:arti- 
choke; salad of sliced tomatoes on lettuce; Jello 
or Jell-well; no cream. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Baked eggs; crisp 
bacon; Melba toast. Lunch: Potato on the half 
shell; spinach; raw celery. Dinner: Broiled 
steak; carrots; salad of cucumbers and lettuce; 
applesauce. 

*BAKED EGGPLANT: Boil eggplant until 
tender, cut off top, scoop out and chop fine. 
Add Melba toast crumbs, butter, and a bit of 
chopped parsley. You may also add any other 
chopped non-starchy vegetable you like. Mix 
well and fill shell. Cover with Melba toast 
crumbs and bake about thirty minutes. Serve 
with butter. 

Note: When potatoes are boiled with their 
jackets on, they should be washed and a narrow 
band of skin cut from the centres. This tends 
to let the steam escape more rapidly after being 
cooked, and renders the potato more mealy and 
palatable. It also makes it easier to remove the 
skin at table.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss Joan G. writes: “Every 
pair of shoes I buy causes blisters on both heels. 
Why?” 

ANSWER: Make sure that you buy shoes 
which fit the feet. Perhaps you have a narrow 
heel which allows a shoe of ordinary width to 
slip up and down. If you have a narrow foot 
you will need special shoes. 

QUESTION—Vera N. writes: “I would like 
to know what I can do to improve the lower 
part of my back. I have a curvature which I 
have heard called ‘swayback’ and of course, 
when in a standing position, this defect brings 
about a faulty posture with the result that my 
stomach sticks out too far. I am very conscious 
of this figure fault and would like to correct 
it, if possible.” 

ANSWER—A mild case of swayback will 
respond to exercises. Try the following exer- 
cises, as all of them may help: first, lying on 
the back, bring the knees up to the chest and 
return. Second, lying on the back, bring first 
one leg and then the other as high as you can 
raise it, keeping the knees stiff and toes pointed 
downward. Third, still in the back position, 
raise both legs at the same time, keeping knees 
stiff. Fourth, use the “bicycling exercise” 
which is also taken while lying on the back 
and which calls for a vigorous movement of 
the legs similar to that which is obtained when 
riding a bicycle. You will find that hanging 
exercises are of value where you hang by your 
hands. If you have no suitable apparatus for 
this exercise, you can grasp the top edge of a 
door with both hands and hang from this I 
also suggest that you train yourself to stand 
correctly, with the lower abdomen pulled in, 
Maintaining good posture will help consider- 
ably and in time it will become habitual with 
you to stand or sit with the body in the correct 
position. While taking your daily walk, remind 
yourself to stride along with the chest forward, 
the “stomach” held in, and the spine straight. 
Pulling in the part which you refer to as the 
stomach, which is really the lower abdomen, 
will do a great deal to improve the position of 
the lower back. An abnormal curve inward in 
the lower lumbar region is popularly termed 
“swayback” and is termed a lumbar lordosis 
by the doctor.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1871 the funeral 
took place at Quebec of one of 
our greatest historians, who was 
the victim of his own errors of 
judgment. Philippe Joseph 
Aubert deGaspe was born at 
Quebec, October 30, 1788, son of 
Hon. Pierre Aubert deGaspe. He 
built up a modest law practice 
and in 1816 was appointed sher- 
iff of Quebec. He performed the 
duties of his office with dignity 
until 1822, when there were 
rumors that he had been too com- 
plaisant in regard to some bail 
bonds, taking the “promises to 
pay” of his friends instead of the 
cash or real estate which the law 
demanded.

When he 
was freed he retired to St. Jean 
Port Joli, where he wrote his 
masterpiece “Les Anciens Cana- 
diens et ses Memoires,” a com- 
bination of romance and reality 
which will live for ever. His 
name lives while those of the 
men who betrayed his good faith 
have long since passed into the 
unknown.

Edmonton R.C.M.P. Offi-

Investigation 


REGINA, Jan. 31—A stir in an 
otherwise uneventful session of the 
Dominion day riot inquiry came 
Thursday afternoon when a police 
officer produced a gas grenade of 
the type used by Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police in quelling street 
rioting July 1 in Regina, It was put 
in as evidence—it was not loaded. 

The small red cylinder, which 
had spouted tear gas during the 
Market Square melee the night of 
July 1, was produced by Inspector 
Albert G. Marsom, Edmonton R.C. 
MP. officer, who had charge of a 
troop of uniformed men during the 
riot. He explained the mechanism 
of the bomb, |

hat To Do 


When furnishing or remodeling 
a room, One should regard the floor 
as a background. For this reason it 
should be darker than the walls 
curtains and wood trim. Hence, the 
once-popular fashion of finishing 
floors in a light yellowish maple 
tone is nat to be commended. If 
the floor be pine, maple or oak, it 
will require an application of stain 
and then be shellacked or waxed, 
or both. Many decorators apply a 
coat of wax over shellac, thus pros 
tecting the high gloss which is 
likely to spot if water is used on 
it. Select a good shellac, one that 
is made especially for floors. 

It is equally important to buy e@ 
good grade of wax. A wax finish is 
easy and inexpensive to maintain, 
and may be used directly on the 
stained wood, Never wash a waxed 
or shellacked floor with water, but 
dust thoroughly with @ dry mop or 
damp eloth. In the case of a waxed 
floor, apply fresh applications of 
the wax" about every six weeks, 
rubbing it in well with a heavy 
roller or with old flannel cloths.

British Columbia took sharp issue | 


with Attorney General Roebuck of 
Ontario before the supreme court 
Thursday over the Dominion’s right 
to pass labor laws. 

The British Columbian disputed 
Mr. Roebuck’s contention the Do- 
minion had power to pass legisla- 
tion establishing minimum wages, 
the eight-hour day and weekly day 
of rest because they had reached 
national importance. They agreed, 


however, the Dominion had no 
power to base the laws on obliga- 
tions contracted through conven- 
tions of the International Labor 


organization at Geneva 
“It seems to me,” Mr. Farris said, 


“it (Mr, Roebuck's contention) 
strikes a violent blow at the rights 
of the provinces in relation to 


property and civil rights.” 

He drew a word picture of Mr. 
Roebuck holding down a branch 
of the constitutional tree while 
N. W. Rowell, Dominion counsel 
in the present reference, cut it off 
with an axe. 

Only in the event of a national 
emergency like war, pestilence or 
famine could the Dominion step 
into the legislative domain of the 
provinces under the “peace, order 
and good government” provisions 
of the British North America Act, 
Mr. Farris contended.

NAVAL PARLEY 


U.S. Proposes Extension 
Of Official Line of 


Battleships 


LONDON, Jan. 31—The four- 
power naval conference Thursday 
discussed various proposals for naval 
limitation with Japanese represen- 
tatives present as observers. 

The United States delegation pro- 
posed the extension of the official 
life of battleships from the present 
20 years to 26 years. Final decision 
has yet to be reached on this point. 

France's representatives sought 
to have Geneva specified in any 
agreement as the meeting place for 
any future consultation of powers 
but this proposal was dropped on 
the protest of the Americans. They 
said the United States does not 
want to tie up in any agreement 
with the League of Nations. 

Efforts to have the exact num- 
ber of planes aboard aircraft car- 
riers disclosed in the proposals for 
exchange of building information 
were opposed by the Americans. 
The United States keeps secret the 
number of planes aboard its car- 
riers. The technical sub-committee 
agreed the powers would exchange 
information only on the “approxi- 
mate number.” 

Although Japan has withdrawe 
from the conference some delegates 
feel she is likely to abide volun- 
tarily by ‘any conference agreement 
in order to prevent a building race.

Assisting in the development of 
the Alberta oil resources, amend- 
ments to the oil and gas regula- 
tions have been made by Hon. 
C, C, Ross, minister of lands and 
mines, which will aid in cstab- 
lishment of credit for expendi- 
tures incurred in drilling opera- 
tions. 

Since the province took over its 
Natural resources in 1930, it has 


been the practice to grant a credit! 


on a well-footage basis which was 
not always consistent with expendi- 
tures incurred 

Under the amended regulations, 
the minister is empowered to grant 
a credit to the full amount expend- 
ed in actual drilling operations, ex- 
clusive of the cost of the machinery 
and casing employed and of all 
other extraneous expenses, but in- 
cluding reasonable depreciation. 

Purpose of these credits is their 
use in satisfying rental of leases 
where oil in commercial quantity 
has not been found. This enables 
the operator to expend the money 
in actual work and at the same 
time maintain his leases in good 
standing with the department. The 
grouping privileges have been ex- 
tended to 50,000 acres instead of 
20,000 and the form of the group is 
left to the Minister's discretion. 

Further provision has been made 
for the utilization of areas where 


there is considerable private pro- | 


perty and for the acceptance of 
royalty on such utilization propor- 
tionate as the acreage of crown 
leases bears to the total acreage 
comprised within the area, but the 
province must receive not less than 
a per cent of the prescribed royal- 
y. 

All of these amendments are in 
the interest of development and 
are very calculated to expedite re- 
vival of activity in resources.

| been definitely proved, it was the 
only known scientific method of 
fighting the malady. 

Referring to a recent case of un- 
| dulant fever in the city, Dr. Jen- 
kins said the patient was a 14-year- 
| old boy who was on the way to re- 
covery. Symptoms of the disease 
include fluctuations in temperature, 
and it may be contracted through 
animals or germs contained in milk. 

The health official stated he had 
investigated this particular case, 
but could not discover its cause.

“Idiopathic muscular atro- 
phy is known to medical science, | 
and I believe the sickness discover- | 
ed in Toronto is of a similar nature. 
It results in an actual loss of 
muscles, which waste away without 
apparent cause,” he said. 

No cases of the disease have been 
reported in Edmonton in his mem- | 
ory, declared the health official. |

The phones are connecied with a
